lot poverty is rniivorKil. Tho world is 
[smitten with it. us with an epidemic, 
jTho eastern races are nearly nil in a 
'state bordering oil pauperism. Ever and 
janon they "pass the lino aiid perish by 
{thousands and millions. Whoever will 
(put his ear to tho earth may hear tho 
jinoau oJ tho dying. Oh, it is pitiful! 
jTho great regions of Asia are strewn 
iwith tho decaying carcasses of tho 
jwrotehed boinga that have died before 
,their day from sheer want of the means 
jof living longer. Beggary and semi- 
jEtarvatiou arc tho estate of more than 
1400,000,000 of Asiatics, a number six 
:times ae groat as the entire population 
|of tho tTnited States. Tho teeming is- 
Jlands of tho sea, beautiful and fertile, 
arolittlo'there than pauper Eepulchers 
that have swallowed np emaciated hu- 
manity until tho very earth is a cake ol 
'man mold, riniyoud poisonous. Strange 
;to remark that there is less starvation 
'in Africa than in either Asia or Europe; 
stranger still that tho portent of pau- 
perism ia already on the horizon of 
America. Unless the baneful forces {hat 
are now rampant in our civilization 
can be reversed onr laud also will be- 
come— syd,' it isbecorniug—a recoptaclo 
for millions of famished dead. 


The piifall of general poverty ill tho 


United States was not to have been an- 
ticipated. No such thing was appre- 
hended by tho. strong forefathers who 
laid the foundations of our estate. We 
had hero at tho first H clciui landscape 
and au open opportunity. Ours wua a 
virgin world, as Olir. ancestors saw it, 
Arising dewy and sunlit from the waters. 
.They found it and entered it und made 
a covenant that it should bo tho homo 


• of freedom, and, if of freedom, then tho 
[homo also of abundance and hope for- 
ever, for poverty is tho concomitant 
;shadow of slavery, tho premonition of 
lit iu every ugo and nation. 


Boundless were the resources of glebo 


and valley, of field and hillside, of lake 
nnd forest, wlicu our mighty pioneers 
began to build us into colony and state 
and nation. Nothing more bountiful ev- 
er offered itself to Itio cheerful hopes 
•and ennobling ambitions of jneu than 
was'revealed to the-sober, industrions 
and frugal people who came here ont of 
Binotherod Europe and began, in the 


~ seventeenth aud eighteenth ceutxirics, 


to occupy this glorious and prophetic 
land. It WHS the new Athmtis. Pop- 
. ulation camo on like a sunri.se. Intelli- 
gence abounded. Just beforo tho Rcvo- 
' Intion there was not a native adult in 
all New England who could not ro.id 
and write. We got on well.

.-people tho gaunt specter, want? 


Poverty in tho United .States has 


' come not suddenly, but by stages. At 
the'closo of the first quarter of tho cen- 
• Inryit had -scarcely appeared at all. 
"When tho venerable Lafayetto was in 
Boitoii in 1825, ho made a speech from 
tho balcony of au old hcmsc, still stand- 
ing, at tho 'corner of Park and Beacon 
streets. Jxxiking. round over tho well 
ordered multitude of free men who 
'blocked oil tho open fipacen, tho honored 
jfc-nc-st snid, "Where r.ro your poor?" He 
repented it: "Where are your poor? In 
this assembly I soothem not. Why have 
they not como also?" Some ono said, 
"We aro all hero, rich and poor togeth- 
er."' Lnfayotto replied: "No, tho poor 
nro not hero. Thoy aro not anywhere in 
America. Thoy nro in Europe." And

It was only sifter our groat struggle, 


after our day of battle and devastation, 
after tho sad estrangement of tho south 
and north, after the chasm had opened 
\vitli 'dreadful animosity to closo with 
indivisible reunion, that tho condition 
of poverty in the United States appear- 
ed. Indeed, it wasnot iu tho first period 
after tho war that- this coudition camo. 
It is within tho easy memory of men 
tluit a full decade—nearly two decades 
—passed after tho day of peace before 
the coming of the day of poverty. 


Nothing is more manifest than that 


this condition, this return of the old 
European and Asiatic fato-to our Amer- 
ican shores, was .tlio result of some un- 
toward and fatal break in the remedial 
methods by which wo set about to re- 
store ourselves after hio civil war. Had 
there been nothing abnormal, nothing 
.criminal, in these methods, wo Eliouhl 
huve got well again. After the storm 
the calm would have supervened. 'Our 
wounds would have healed. The grass 
would have grown green over tlio hal- 
lowed'graves of our Union and Confed- 
erate dead. After tho wreckage and tur- 
moil tho elements would have subsided, 
aud the people would have beeu more 
free, moro cheerful and hojieful in thoir 
subsequent abundance than iu their pro- 
ceding plenty. 


It was the destruction of natural con- 


ditions that scut our woo upon us. It 
was the malevolent genius of mau at 
work among tho then silent forces of 
our forward movement that in tho sev- 
enties and eighties brought about tho 
conditions which'we are now obliged 
to face. There were meu—a large group 
of men—who wero then alert while tho 
nation was asleep. Thoy began to in- 
rriguo beforo tho smoke of battle had 
cleared away. They got hold of tho in- 
dustrial, economic and financial forces 
of this Driving nation arid deliberately 


Whou confronted with the poverty 


of tho masses, our aristocracy, onr gild- 
ed elan, declares, in tho first place, that 
wo have no poor in tho United States. 
In tho second place it declares that tho 
poor have always been and always will 
he, and, iu Iho third place, it declares 
that fho good God, whoso Em-vant< wq 
aro, whoso churches we build aud whoso 
priests and preachers we feed, will tako 
care of his poor children, the meaning 
being that wo aro not responsible for it, 
that tho estate of poverty is natural, 
nnd that tho cry of the poor is only a 
fnlso murmur of discontent. Lot us look 
at this casuistical answer of wealth to 
the complaint of philanthropy, .r 


Iu tho first place, fhoy say that there 


are no poor. Thoy Buy this for the rea- 
son that tho poor may bo avoided and 
not seen. Tho millionaire may build his 
house so that tho unpic;ising ns]Kct of 
poverty may not shadow tho halls or bo 
seen tlirough tho shutters. • Tho walls 
aro thick, aud tho wiudows are high, 
aud the spiked brouzo fence around is 
BuQicieut for tho ntatlsof a fort With- 
in each a keop tho cry of tho poor will 
not bo heard. Ho who lives there may 
say that there are no poor, sinco ho docs 
not hear them, and if the philanthro- 
pist, working his way by somo kindly 
stratagem along tho corridors, manages 
to meet tho l«\rou of (he castle aud asks 
him if he does not hear tho cry of tho 
downtrodden millions ho only answers 
that there aro no poor in this country. 
"Everybody," says he, "is woll aud 
happy in this glorious laud. I read on- 
ly this morning iu Tho Metropolitan 
Hypocrite that tho liappy laljorers aro 
all at work aguiu and that living was 
never before so good aud easy] You aro 
an anarchist arraying tho poor against 
tho ricli. There aro no poor in this 
country, and yon onght to bo arrested 
for stirring np a strife among tlio class- 
es." 


At tho next castlo the baron says: 


"Why do you try to alter tho laws of 
nature and Providcuco?

to tho capitals of those good old stablo 
slates whero wealth is properly honored 
and where tho poor know their places. 
' Such is the Belflsh plea of tlio Ameri- 
can plutocracy. 


Hard is it, oh, my countrymen, to 


battle against tho imperial powers of 
consolidated wealth] Hard is it to foco 
tho condition which hns already snper- 
voucd in tho United States. Such in tho 
alluring splendor of wealth and such is 
tho rough exterior of frco democracy 
that many aro seduced by tbo former 
and many aro in dread of tho latter. 
Fortunes aro rnado, aud those who wal- 
low in them forget that thoir estate 
might bo by disaster or cotivulsioi 
brought down to the lovelof tluit of tho 
under man. Thoy adopt the motto, "Aft- 
er UK, tho delngo, " mid if this wero nl 
thero wero leas canso for fear iu contem- 
plating tho destinies of humanity, but 
tho disease of wealth lust bus dissemi- 
nated itself like a poison, and tho infec- 
tion of it is felt as far as the borders of 
society. Tho virus is in tho veins of 
thousands and millions. It is porcoived 
that tho rich aro strong and froo, thai 
they havo not only houses and equi- 
pages and tables burdened with Bowers, 
hut that they also bavo prc-ciiiincuco in 
all things else. Thcroforo we, too, must 
bo like them. Therefore wo, too, niiifit 
by somo means get away from our fel- 
low meu, ceuso to share their hardships, 
cease to hear their cry and join tho glit- 
tering cavalcade of the triumphant plu- 
tocracy. 


This disease of wealth Inst must bo 


met with an antidote, else wo shall all 
likewise perish. Whoever strives to 
amend tho existing order in obliged to 
combat not only tlio organized enemy 
in his front, but these sad human weak- 
nesses around him and behind. Irepcat, 
it is a hard battlo, and whoever enters 
it must leave homo and kindred behind 
and offer himself freely for tho good of 
mankind, for tbo attempted reform of n 
perverse condition in tho civilized life. 
But let us do this freely njni without 
fear. Let us perform onr port in tho 
groat contest that IE on. Let us who re- 
tain our sympathies with democracy mid 
believe in it, contend fearlessly for tho 
fnilli tlmt, was delivered to onr fathers. 


As for the rest, wo may bo sure that 


tho uiiemy will hear nothing that is in 
the nature of reason nnd truth luid con- 
science. 
But nevertheless tho enomy 


shall hear! Sooner or later tbo power of 
consolidated wealth will be humbled 
and rcsmiined. Sooner or later those 
ambitious and selfish intriguers against 
the rights of humanity, against the 
equality and broillerbocxl of all men anil 
all women before the law, will l>c 
brought to moderation and humility.

How success 
fully tlioy aro run iu other respects, 
whether better than thoy would havo 
been under private.owucrship, it is bare 
to say. Tlio state has hncl its hands on 
the roads from the very beginning.

Prussia did not hesitnto to

The advance'lias 
made millions of dollar* foKthe men 
who were on Ihe right-side ot (he iriar- 
kel. Tt hus lost «3 many millijns for the 
men who were on the WIOIIB side. The 
men who profito'd were tor the most 
pan prorepslo.iml'tradcra Ingrain.

late occasionally us an outlet for the 
gambling fever which rund in the veins 
of most men.

Chicago,. New 'York and SI. Louis 


have their three marts whore men wh'6 
trade In Brain come together every day 
to buy and se]l. In Chicago there Is tlio 
Board of Trade. In New York the Prod- 
uce Exchange. In St. l.ouls :lhc Mer- 
chants' Exchange. Though known by 
different titles, thes-e three iWstltutloria 
;ire substantially alike. The most Im- 
portant ot them Is the'Board of .Trade; 
the second in importance Is the Mer- 
chants' Exchange. These two nre con- 
nected by a network of telegraph wires, 
so that they r.re In effect almost one 
concern. St. I,OU[H traders buy and sell 
on the Board of Trade freely, and Chi- 
cago traders operate on the Merchants*

In 
those three cities men 'buy and sell 
[Train and cotton and prox'isions mil on- 
ly Cor Immediate, but for future deliv- 
ery. 
They not only fix the jirlce of 


wheat today, but-act a price for next 
month and for December and for Janu- 
ary of next year. Homotimes they mciin 
lo deliver what they sell; more often 
they mean to buy from some 'one else 
before Ihe tithe of delivery comes and 
transfer the contract. But whether the 
actual delivery of the erain Is contem- 
plated or not, actual delivery may be 
made and a farmer who wants to sell 
hi3 crop for fulure delivery can make 
pure of'ihe price he will get for It, even 
before the wheat is planted,'by selling 
futures asalnst'll. 


St. Louis and Chicago and New York. 


Exchange. Both' cities do some business 
on the Produce Exchange, -but compar- 
atively little. The chief .Renters of In- 
terest during the recent nurflesin wheat 
and corn'have been' Chicago and St. 
Louis. 


The speculation In grain which has 


followed the sudden revival in the price 
of wheat has been greater than for 
more than ten years.'Grain" speculation 
has been almost.tlead- for-lwo or thre.e 
years past. The "plungers" ceaFed lo 
figure In. the news coj.umns of the daily 
papers, and men turned fi-oni -trading 
in "futures" to Insurance and other 
lines of business. Some of the blegcst 
speculators lurned their -attention lo 
legitimate trading in "grafn. 
One ot 


the biggest speculators In" St.-l.ouls'he- 
came an exporter. Talk of "corners" 
became almost obsolete, arid the centers 
of speculation were half'deserted. Men 
stood 
iibout the exchanges all 
day 


watching the. quotations .listlessly'and 
making an occasional purchase or sale, 
and the stranger who dropped In saw 
nothing to quicken his pulse or to make 
him feel like "taking a flier" In wheat 
or corn. 


When tho advance In wheat came, H 


«woke the exchanges from ji Kip Van 
Winkle sleep.-Fortunes ^verc mndo aud 
'osl In n <lay. Man went lo sleep poor 
ind awoke wealthy. The Klondike dls- 
JOvcrles were not to be compared lo 
Kraln 'speculation., for .speculation In. 
volved 
no 
climbing -over mountain 


parses; no bullies wllh inbpiiulloea and 
llshts against hunter and coiu. Spec- 
-ilallon ineanl 
becking . fortune In n. 


well lighted; well heated room In the 
heart' of civilization. To.be sure tile 
.'isk of health'.and comfort ~6n the'ono 
hand might lie balanced by the'-risk 
of fortune -on the other, hut it Is the 
peculiarity -of the man who gambles 
lhat he seldom considers the posslhlll- 
tlcs-of losses. 


So speculation has grown, and com- 


mission men on the exchanges have 
waxed fat. 


Thero are.several classes of traders 


on the exchanges. There Is the bli; 
speculator who trades In (,-r'alh by the 
million bushels, who uses a half dozen 
brokers anil buying through some, sell- 
ing through others for the purpose of 
imikhiE a price. 
Sometimes he sells 


a 
hundred ''thousand bushels openly, 


while through his brokers he buys a 
million. He figures on a purely speeu- 
lallve profit, lie IB a gambler whose 
same Is made Ifgitlmale by law. It IH 
- game forbidden In Germany, and ef- 
forts have heen made to persuade con- 
gross lo forbid It In the United Slates. 


Then there is .tlie broker who takes 


commissions from speculators to buy 
or ECU and who watches his chance lo 
make a "turn" In the market for him- 
self, lie covers his losses with Ihe 
commissions he receives 
from other 


men and adds his commissions to his 
profits, 
Some brokers never speculate 


for themselves. They ilo only a' com- 
mission business and take" no risk ot 
loss. 
Almost every broker alarls In 


business with llic'lntcntlon of conflntni: 
himself lo commission tiadlrm, but fen 
resist the temptation to speculate. 
. There are exporters on the exchange* 
who buy far future delivery and, sell 
abroad at the same lime. There are 
millers who :have: made conlraels for 
Ihe sale 'of flour nt on agreed -price for 
future delivery who protect themselves 
by buying wheat futures. 
And there 


arc the lambs, v;ho know little or noth- 
ing about the conditions which govern 
the grain market, who have come on 
the exchange, to trade In the hope of 
winning a fortune. 
It Is the lamb who 


oils the wheels of trade on the grain 
exchanges. 
The lamb has been satlty 


lacking of recent years, but he Is com- 
•inc to the shearhic nfraln. In every big 
center men who read of the fortunes 
made by',speculators In Brain are put- 
ting In a cautious order to buy or Bel! 
5.000 or 10,000 bushels of wheat for 
future delivery. 
If the market goes 


their way. they buy or sell more lo In- 
crease their profits. If It goes against 
Ihem, they buy or sell more to "strike 
an average" in case the market should 
turn. 


Speculation In. grain Involves a groat 


many interests, and the speculative ma'- 
chine is costly. As I have said, Ihe ex- 
changes are -connected by n network of 
telegraph wires, and those wires arc- 
used as freely as a lucal telephone. Not 
only order.-* to buy and sell, hut news 
of nil kinds which might affect 
the 


value of grain Is.sent over tiie wires. 
Tlie ordinary slow process of sending 
and lecelvlns a message is not used.
